Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  a Report  respecting  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1913. 

May  I explain  that  a considerable  amoiuit  of  inforination,  given  in  this 
Report,  is  superfluous  as  far  as  the  Urban  Council  is  concerned,  seeing  that 
from  local  knowledge,  and  from  my  Monthly  Reports,  the}'  are  conversant 
with  the  main  facts  concerning  the  individual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
and  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district ; but,  in  compliance  with 
instructions  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  Annual  Reports  are  also 
for  the  information  of  that  Honourable  Board  and  the  County  Council. 
Many  facts,  therefore,  which  are  known  locally  are  embodied  in  this  Report. 

The  Coalville  Urban  District  was  constituted  in  the  3mar  1892,  and 
consists  of  three  A¥ards  : the  Coalville  or  Central  W ard,  the  Hugglescote  or 
North  Ward,  and  the  Whitwick  or  South  Ward.  These  M^ards  are  fairl)" 
distinct  and  were  originally  separate  villages.  The  area  is  large,  comprising 
some  5,880  acres,  exclusive  of  the  area  covered  by  water.  In  1912  there 
was  added  to  this  area  60  acres  from  the  Parishes  of  Ravenstone  and  Swann- 
ington,  containing  43  houses  and  a population  of  202. 

The  jiopulation  of  the  Urban  District,  according  to  the  census  of  1911, 
was  18,550  ; the  Ward  population  being  as  follows  : Coalville,  8,756  ; 
Hugglescote,  5,661  ; and  Whitwick,  4,133.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  1911,  was  3,932,  giving  a population  per  inhabited  house  of  4’7. 
Since  1911,  161  new  houses  have  been  erected  and  5 closed  or  demolished, 
giving  a nett  gain  of  155  houses.  This  gives  to  the  estimated  present  popula- 
tion (19,250)  a house  population  ox  4*7 — the  identical  figure  of  1911. 

The  chief  industries  of  the  District  are  coal  mining,  railway  wagon 
making,  quarrying  stone  for  macadam,  brick  making,  elastic  web  and,  to  a 
limited  extent,  hosiery  manufacture. 

The  population  is  densest  in  the  three  centres  of  the  original  villages, 
and  a considerable  portion  of  the  Authorit^^’s  district  is  still  rural,  and 
agriculture  employs  a considerable  number  of  people. 

The  surface  is  undulating  and  varied.  In  the  North  Ward  is  included 
a portion  of  Charnwood  Forest,  where  the  surface  is  much  broken  by  the 
out-crop  of  granite  rock,  and  in  some  parts  is  quite  picturesque. 

The  subsoil  is  mostly  clay,  with  patches  where  gravel  or  sand  preponderate. 

Birth  Rate. 

During  the  year  1913  524  births  were  registered,  consisting  of  263  males 
and  261  females.  Of  these  births  16  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a birth- 
rate of  27  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  29  of  last  3"ear,  and,  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  33  per  1,000  for  the  last  ten  years. 

For  comparison,  I may  state  the  birth-rate  for  Leicestershire,  for  1912, 
was  22 '8;  and  for  Englancl  and  Wales,  for  the  same  year,  23*8.  This  appears 
to  give  for  the  Urban  District,  comparative!}"  speaking,  a favourable  birth- 
rate ; but  the  age  constitution  of  a new  industrial  district  is  favourable  to 
a high  birth-rate. 

Mortality  Rates. 

During  1913,  the  total  deaths  occurring  in  the  District  were  234,  giving 
a death  rate  of  12*1  per  1,000. 

In  addition  to  these,  22  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  District 
occurred  outside.  Thus  the  total  deaths  amount  to  256.  This  gives  a nett 
death  rate  of  13*2.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1912  was 
13*3.  Of  those  deaths  113  occurred  in  Coalville,  75  in  Hugglescote  and  68  in 
Whitwick. 
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Tlie  following  Table  I.  gives  the  Ward  population,  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1913,  the  number  of  deaths,  and  death-rate  in  each  Ward  and  for 
the  whole  District.

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1912  was  85, 
and  for  Leicestershire  for  the  same  year,  81. 

For  the  Urban  District  this  gives  a rate  of  118,  still  a high  one  ; but,  as 
compared  with  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  which  was  138,  there  is  a 
gratifying  improvement. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  most  favourable  rate  obtains  in  the  Coalville 
Ward,  88  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  132  ; and  162  for  Hngglescote  and 
Whitwick  respectively.  The  excess  in  these  Wards  is  accounted  for  b}^  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  premature  birth  and  to  Gastro-intestinal  ailments.

The  most  significant  figures  are  those  due  to  Gastro-intestinal  Ailments 
and  Convulsions,  amounting  to  20  ; almost  one-third  of  the  total  Infantile 
Mortality.  These  ailments  are  largely  due  to  improper  feeding  ; the  sub- 
stitution of  farinaceous  food  for  milk,  being  one  of  the  most  common  errors. 
The  deaths  occurred  mostly  in  the  months  of  August  and  September,  I 
have  included  in  this  class  Convulsions.  Convulsions  is  really  a secondary 
cause  and  frequently  due  to  stomach  derangement. 

Eight  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  respii’atory  organs.  These, 
like  the  former,  are  also  largely  preventible  by  proper  clothing  and  careful 
nursing.  In  this  respect  perhaps  the  most  common  error  is  the  use  of 
flannelette  instead  of  woollen  clothing. 


Fourteen  deatlis  were  due  to  premature  birtli — tlie  same  number  as 
last  year.  It  is  difficult  to  account  for  this  factor  in  Infantile  Mortality. 

Thirteen  death?  are  attributed  to  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  9 of  those  survived  to  the  age  of  six  months,  it  is  not 
improbable  that  some  of  them  may  be  fairly  attributed  also  to  improper 
feeding. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  visits  and  instruction  given  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  will  in  due  course  materially 
lesseii  the  mortality  under  this  heading.

It  will  be  seen  from  TABLE  HI.  : — 

(а)  That  33  deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic  disease.  This  will  be  dealt 

with  in  a subsequent  Table  (IV.). 

(б)  That  23  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculous  disease,  exactly  the  number 

of  last  year  ; 12  being  due  to  Phthisis  (Tuberculosis  of  Lungs), 
5 to  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  and  6 to  Tuberculosis  of  some  other 
part. 

This  cause  still  maintains  its  baneful  part  of  causing  nearly  one- 
tenth  of  the  total  deaths.  Thus  far  the  preventive  and  remedial 
measures  now  being  taken  have  failed  to  affect  the  death  rate. 

(c)  Cancer  or  other  malignant  disease  caused  13  deaths. 

(d)  Nineteen  were  attributed  to  organic  Heart  Disease.  In  twelve  of 

these  cases  there  was  a previous  history  of  rheumatic  trouble. 

(e)  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  resulted  in  19  deaths.  Five  of  these  were 

described  as  “ Summer  Diarrhoea.'' 

,(/)  Cirrhosis  of  Liver  accounted  for  4 deaths  ; two  of  these  being  cases  of 
alcoholism. 
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(ff)  Eight  deaths  (as  compared  with  an  average  of  3 for  the  last  ten  years) 
resulted  from  accidental  injuries.  Four  were  due  to  burns  or 
scalds,  and  1 to  accidental  suffocation. 

(/i)  There  was  one  case  of  Suicide  (hanging).

It  will  be  seen  that  14  deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic  Disease  in  Whitwick, 
10  in  Coalville  and  9 in  Hugglescote.  The  excess  in  Whitwick  is  due  to  3 
from  Diphtheria,  2 from  Measles  and  8 from  Gastro-Intestinal  Ailments. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  no  death  occurred  from  Typhoid  Fever  ; 
as  compared  with  an  average  of  3.5  for  the  last  ten  years. 

One  death  was  caused  by  Scarlatina,  vdiilst  5 resulted  from  Measles. 

The  zymotic  rate  for  the  district  for  1912  was  .7  ; for  1913,  1.7.  This 
cause  alone  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  general  death-rate  to  the  extent 
of  1 per  1,000. 

A brief  account  follows  respecting  the  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
during  1913. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  fairly  prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the  3'ear,  although 
not  of  epidemic  prevalence  as  in  1910.  Three  years  had  brought  a certain 
number  of  susceptible  children,  and  these  being  scattered  throughout  the 
district,  one  or  two  cases  appeared  in  a considerable  number  of  families,  and 
gave  the  outbreak  the  semblance  of  considerable  prevalence,  although  at  no 
period  was  the  number  of  cases  affected  large.  Children  of  susceptible  age 
were  excluded  from  school,  and  subsequently  the  Infant  Departments  of 
several  of  the  schools  were  closed  for  a period. 

Scarlatina. 

During  1913,  18  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified,  9 in  Coalville,  8 in 
Hugglescote,  and  1 in  Whitwick,  as  compared  with  30  and  28  for  1911  and 
1912  respectively.  One  death  resulted  from  this  cause.  In  several  of  the 
cases  notified,  no  desnuamation  took  place.  The  children  from  affected 
houses  were  excluded  from  school,  and  the  bedroom  disinfected  at  the  end 
of  the  illness. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  March  and  April  there  were  numerous  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
in  the  Hugglescote  Ward,  and  a few  cases  at  Whitwick  during  the  same 
period.  Three  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause.  Like  Measles,  it  is 
not  popularly  regarded  as  a serious  disease  ; and  it  is  difficult  to  get  parents 
to  take*  precautions  to  arrest  its  spread.  But  it  invariabW  adds  to  the 
death  rate,  and  its  fairly  high  case  mortality  would  justify  more  preventive 
measures  than  are  practised  at  present. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

Only  2 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  in  1913,  as  compared  with 
14  and  16  for  the  3’'ears  1911  and  1912  respectively.  One  occurred  in  Ashby 
Road,  in  a row  which  has  a long  history  of  Typhoid  illness  ; but  there  the 
conditions  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  are  so  much  improved,  that  it 
was  impossible  to  discover  any  local  cause  for  the  illness.  In  the  other 
case,  in  North  Street,  AVhitwick,  the  circumstances  of  the  illness  pointed  to 
the  disease  having  been  contracted  outside  the  district.  In  the  stead}'' 
decline  of  Typhoid  Fever,  the  improved  scavenging,  sewerage,  and  the  public 
supply  of  pure  water  have  had  a marked  effect. 

Diphtheria. 

Forty-two  cases  were  reported  in  1913,  as  compared  with  19  and  47  for 
the  years  1911  and  1912  respectively.  The  Council  arranged  for  a free 
bacteriological  examination  in  all  doubtful  cases.  Seventeen  such  examina- 
tions were  made,  and  a positive  result  was  found  in  each  case.  Four  of 
those  cases  were  of  the  ‘‘carrier  type  and  occurred  amongst  school  children. 
Thi?  appeared  to  account  for  the  illness  in  14  cases  between  the  ages  of 
5 and  15.  In  the  other  13  cases  of  the  same  age  period  no  contact  could 
be  traced.  The  mortality  was  most  marked  in  the  Whitwick  Ward, 
where  3 deaths  resulted.  Two  notable  cases  of  throat  affection  occurred 
there  in  two  boys,  who  had  been  playing  with  the  decomposed  body  of  a 
dog,  found  in  a brook,  and  who  immediately  thereafter,  with  unwashed 
hands,  had  partaken  of  fish  from  a ’’  fish  and  chip  ” shop.  Those  two  cases 
were  most  violent  and  ended  fatally. 

Serum  was  supplied  free  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners,  and  was 
used  almost  in  every  case.  A large  proportion  of  the  cases  was  of  a mild 
type,  but  still  the  case  mortality — 5 in  42 — is  higher  than  that  of  1912, 
which  was  3 in  47.  Exclusion  from  school  of  children  from  affected  houses, 
isolation  as  far  as  practicable  in  the  home,  and  the  use  of  disinfectants 
were  amongst  the  preventive  measures. 

Gastro-intestinal  Ailments  . 

In  this  class  are  included  the  illnesses  described  as  Epidemic  Diarrhma, 
Enteritis,  Summer  Diarrhoea,  and  Gastro-enteritis. 

Summer  Diarrhoea  was  prevalent  in  Coalville  and  Whitwick  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  and  seriously  affected  the  Infantile 
Mortality,  more  particularly  in  the  Whitwick  Ward.  The  illness  was  of  an 
acute  type,  associated  with  sickness  and  marked  prostration,  and  the  fatal 
cases  were  mostly  under  two  years  of  age  ; 13  occurring  amongst  infants 
under  one  year  and  4 amongst  children  between  one  and  two.  The  milk 
supply  did  not  appear  to  play  any  noticeable  part  in  the  causation  or 
propagation  of  the  disease,  for  amongst  the  13  cases  of  infants,  9 were 
exclusively  fed  at  the  breast. 

Tuberculosis. 

Fiftv-three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified  throuo-hout  the 
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year,  23  occurring  in  Coalville,  9 in  Hugglescote,  and  21  in  Whitwick.  This 
is  for  a complete  year  as  far  as  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  is  concerned,  but 
only  for  eleven  months  as  far  as  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  is  concerned, 
the  regulation  for  the  compulsory  notification  of  the  latter  dating  from 
1st  February,  1913.  The  number  of  notifications  in  the  Coalville  Ward  is 
increased  by  the  inclusion  of  4 cases  brought  from  outside  and  temporarily 
located  in  the  Sorting  Station  in  Coalville.  Thus  12  cases  of  Phthisis 
belonging  to  Coalville  were  notified.  This  makes  a total  notification  of 
Coalville  Urban  cases  of  49,  37  being  disease  of  lungs  and  12  diseases  of  other 
parts.  Each  case  is  visited,  and  printed  and  other  instructions  given.  They 
are  further  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  of  the  County  Council,  and  a copy 
of  their  report  is  sent  to  each  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Sanatorium 
treatment  for  a considerable  number  of  insured  persons  has  been  given  by 
the  Joint-Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  Insurance  Committee,  and 
further  arrangements  in  the  direction  of  residential  dispensaries  are  in  the 
way  of  being  completed.  It  is  thus  too  early  to  look  for  any  marked  difference

either  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  or  their  effect  on  the  death  rate; 
Thus  the  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  were  12,  as  compared  with  14  for  1911  and 
11  for  1912,  practically  the  same  figure.  The  direction  in  which  advantage 
will  most  readily  accrue  from  the  arrangements  now  in  force,  is  in  the 

detection  of  early  cases  in  the  same  family  or  amongst  those  in  close  and 

immediate  contact  with  notified  cases.  Whenever  a case  is  notified 
exhaustive  enquiry  should  be  made  of  the  health  condition  of  each  member 
of  the  family  who  has  been  much  in  contact  with  the  affected  person. 
Where,  from  the  nature  of  the  house  accommodation,  reasonable  isolation  is 
impracticable,  facilities  should  exist  for  the  removal  of  the  affected  person 
from  amongst  the  healthy,  and  a supply  of  suitable  shelters  will  prove  a 
l)oon  in  this  direction. 

It  is  futile  for  a person  to  return,  say,  from  a Sanatorium,  often  but 

slightly  improved,  and  add  one  more  to  a house  already  occupied  to  the 

point  of  overcrowding. 

Much,  however,  is  to  be  hoped  for  from  the  arrangements  now  inau- 
gurated, but  sufficient  time  must  be  allowed  to  work  up  the  details  of  such 
a vast  undertaking. 

What  is  of  moment  is,  that  the  importance  of  the  subject  is  being  at 
length  appreciated,  and  that  the  public  and  public  authorities  are  alive  to 
the  fact  that  Tuberculosis  is  a preveiitible  and,  to  a certain  extent,  a 
curable  disease. 

House  Accommodation. 

Speaking  generally,  the  house  accommodation  is  fairly  satisfactory. 
The  district  is  still  largely  rural,  and  the  requirements  of  the  bye-laws  as- 
to  air  space,  &c.,  are  easily  complied  with.  The  large  majority  of  the 
houses  have  been  built  within  the  last  eighteen  years,  subject  to  bye-laws, 
and  are  mostlv  six-roomed  houses  of  substantial  construction.  There  are 
several  old  rows  and  old  houses  which  necessitate  continued  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  many  of  these  are  now  connected 
with  the  public  sewers,  and  have  a supply  of  pure  water  laid  on.  During 
1913  no  houses  have  been  demolished,  but  three  Closing  Orders,  affecting 
three  houses,  have  been  issued.

The  character  of  the  defects  were  defective  drainage,  defective  roofs,, 
dampness, defective  lighting,  ventilation  and  height  of  rooms.  Attention  has,  of 
course,  been  mainly  given  to  the  older  properties,  and  much  valuable  work 
has  been  done  in  improving  those  habitations.  Many  of  the  newer  houses 
are  of  a satisfactory  standard,  both  in  the  accommodation  provided  and  in 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  kept,  many  of  them  being  owned  by  the 
occupier.  This  class  of  house  rarely  gives  any  trouble  to  the  Health 
Authority. 

Overcrowding. 

During  the  year  1913  five  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with, 
without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 


Sewerage. 

Both  the  Kelhain  Bridge  and  Snarrows  Sewerage  Farms  have  worked 
satisfactorily.  The  effluents  have  been  regularly  aaialysed  and  found  satis- 
factory. 

There  has  been  an  extension  of  sewer  along  Ashby  Road  to  connect 
the  houses  of  the  parts  of  Ravenstone  and  Swannington  recently  added  to 
the  Urban  District. 


Fifty-four  ashpit  privies  have  been  converted  into  water-closets. 
Approximately  the  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  district  at  the  end  of  1913 
were  as  follow  : — ■

Water  Supply. 

This  is  obtained  by  pumping  from  a deep  well  in  the  sandstone  measures. 
The  water  is  hard,  but  of  a high  standard  of  purity.  Extension  of  the 
mains  to  the  extent  of  718  yards  has  been  made  in  Ashby  Road,  Meadow 
Lane,  and  Loughborough  Road.  During  1913,  183  houses  have  been 
connected,  making  a total  of  3,253  taking  the  public  water  supply. 

During  the  year  66  analyses  of  well  waters  have  been  made,  resulting 
in  35  being  condemned  as  unfit  for  domestic  use,  and  3 were  described  as 
of  a suspicious  character. 

Samples  of  the  public  supply  have  been  regularly  analysed  and  found 
of  excellent  quality. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  and  a matter  for  congratulation,  that  the  new 
area,  so  recently  added  to  the  Urban  District,  has  so  promptly  been  pro- 
vided with  water  supply  and  sewerage  facilities. 


Scavenging. 

The  refuse,  as  formerly,  is  disposed  of  upon  agricultural  land.  The 
dry  ash  is  carted  to  suitable  tips.  The  more  general  use  of  dust-bins,  and 
the  conversion  of  ashpit  privies  into  water-closets,  are  making  efficient 
scavenging  less  difficult. 

Schools. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  continues  to  reveal  defects 
and  disease,  which  otherwise,  in  some  cases,  would  go  unnoticed. 

During  the  summer  holidays,  the  Schools  are  systematically  disinfected 
by  the  Urban  Authorit}?*.  With  the  exception  of  three,  all  the  Schools  in 
the  district  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains.  An  inspection 
of  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  each  School  has  been  made. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  on  the  whole  have  been  found 
in  a fairly  satisfactory  state,  although  the  construction  and  position  of 
several  can  scarcely  fail  to  cause  intermittent  nusiance  to  those  living  near. 

As  in  previous  Reports,  I have  again  to  say  that  the  provision  of  a 
Public  Abattoir  would  be  a marked  improvement. 

Bakehouses. 

These  are  regularly  inspected  and  continued  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition.  With  the  exception  of  two,  they  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  public  mains. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shop  Order. 

These  have  obtained  a special  share  of  attention,  and  systematic 
cleansing  has  been  insisted  upon.

Isolation  Hospital. 

Tliis  is  retained  for  Typhoid  Fever  cases  oid}',  and,  fortunately,  it  lias 
]iot  been  required  during  the  year. 

Consisting  of  only  one  ward,  its  inadequacy  is  manifest,  and  two  addi- 
tional wards  at  least  are  urgently  required.  A superheated  Steam  Disin- 
fector is  also  a desideratum  and  could  be  conveniently  fixed  in  the  Hospital 
field. 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act  (1901). 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  minor  defects  remedied  from 
time  to  time.  In  two  instances  further  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences 
was  insisted  upon. 


Homework. 

In  this  district  Homework  is  carried  on  only  to  a limited  extent  and 
intermittently.  It  consists  mainly  in  “ seaming  hosiery  from  manu- 
facturers in  Leicester  and  Loughborough. 

Two  cases  of  Phthisis  were  notified  from  homes  where  such  work  was 
carried  on,  and  special  precautions  were  taken.  Such  homes  were  free 
during  the  j^ear  from  any  of  the  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  draw  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  hereto  appended,  and  to  the  large  amount  of  valuable  detail 
sanitary  work  referred  to  therein. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  are  appended.

Reports  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909...  4 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  at  Whitwick  continue  to  uphold  their 
previous  standard  of  efficiency. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  overcrowding  during 
the  year.  Only  one  case  of  illness  (non-infectious)  was  reported,  which  was 
promptly  removed  to  Ashby  Infirmary.  The  requirements  as  to  half-yearly 
limewashing  have  been  well  carried  out.  Systematic  inspections  have  been 
made  monthly,  and  twice  at  nights,  no  complaints  being  noted.  The 
total  number  of  Lodgers  accommodated  for  the  year  was  10,573.  This 
shows  an  increase  compared  with  that  of  the  year  1912,  when  the  total 
was  9,803. 

Scavenging. 

An  increase  is  again  marked  in  this  branch  of  the  Councibs  work,  and 
one  item  may  be  specially  noted  as  satisfactory— that  is,  the  distinct  increase 
in  the  system  of  Dustbin  scavenging,  the  figures  of  which  have  grown  from 
3,116  bins  emptied  in  1911,  3,440  in  1912,  to  4,359  emptied  in  1913.  There 
were  also  2,780  loads  of  refuse  removed,  against  2,225  loads  for  the  year 
1912.  The  disposal  of  this  refuse  is  as  before,  it  being  disposed  of  on 
agricultural  land,  while  the  dry  ash  from  dustbins  is  generally  carted  to  a 
suitable  ‘‘  tip  for  disposal. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Under  this  heading  the  total  number  of  ordinary  infectious  cases  has 
been  65  for  the  3mar,  against  75  for  the  year  1912 — a decrease  of  10. 

There  has,  however,  been  a marked  increase  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
viz.,  53,  as  against  33  for  1912.  Disinfectants  of  a high  grade  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Council  gratuitously  to  each  infected  house,  and  disinfection 
of  rooms,  clothing,  and  bedding  all  carried  out  after  the  recovery  or  other- 
wise of  the  patient,  in  every  case.  The  total  number  of  the  houses  disin- 
fected has  been  85,  in  addition  to  6 schools  (complete).  Instructions  in 
every  case  visited  are  given  as  to  the  use  of  disinfectants,  cleanliness,  &c., 
resulting  generally  in  a marked  improvement  (where  necessary)  on  the 
premises  being  re-visited. 

In  every  case  where  defects  in  the  drainage  system  have  been  found  in 
infected  houses,  they  have  been  remedied  by  the  owners,  after  notice. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Town  Water  has  been  laid  on  to  183  houses  during  the  year. 
Several  owners  have  voluntarily  laid  it  on,  but,  in  the  case  of  polluted  wells, 
notice  has  been  served  in  every  case  requiring  the  owner  to  provide  and 
maintain  a pure  and  wholesome  supply,  which  has  been  met  with  a ready 
compliance.  The  total  number  of  houses  now  supplied  with  Town  Water 
stands  at  3,253.  The  half-yearly  analyses  of  the  Town  Water  Supply  shows 
it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

House  Drainage. 

A distinct  increase  is  noted  in  work  done  under  this  heading  for  1913. 
There  have  been  27  properties  re-drained,  including  one  block  of  24  houses, 
the  drainage  of  which  was  effected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act,  the  old  privies  being  abolished  and  W.C.'s  substituted. 
The  total  number  of  W.C.'s  provided  in  lieu  of  privies,  or  as  additional 
accommodation,  is  54. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Close  attention  has  been  given  to  the  3 licensed  and  18  registered 
Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district,  54  inspections  having  been  made  during 
the  year,  several  during  “ killing " time.  The  operation  was  geiieralh’" 
humanely  performed,  and  the  premises  thoroughly  cleansed  afterwards. 
Limewashing  has  been  freely  carried  out,  and  verbal  notices  were  given  in 
some  instances  for  contravention  of  the  Bj- e-Laws  relating  to  Slaughter 
Houses,  but  in  no  instance  was  a prosecution  necessary,  the  defects  being 
remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Generally  speaking,  the  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  compare  veiw 
favourably  with  others. 
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DxURies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops  Order,  1885,  &c. 

The  inspections  under  this  Order  have  been  more  numerous  than  last 
year,  16/  visits  having  been  made,  including  6 during  milking- time.  The 
premises  generally  have  been  maintained  in  a good  sanitary  condition,  lime- 
washing  being  regularly  carried  out.  Any  existing  nuisances,  such  as 
accumulations  of  manure,  dirty  cowsheds,  &c.,  have  in  every  instance  been 
remedied.  There  have  been  5 cowsheds  and  dairies  abolished,  and  11  added 
to  the  Register,  making  a total  of  85  now  on  the  Register.  These  latter 
have  only  been  granted  regi^dration  after  due  inspection  of  the  premises 
and  alter  conforming  with  the  requirements  of  the  Order. 

Two  Cowsheds  have  been  specially  reported  on  by  special  request  of  the 
Dairies  Supply  Co.,  Loudon,  W.,  to  whom  they  supply  milk.  The  reports 
were  satidactory. 

The  water  supplies  from  two  premises  were  analysed  and  found  to  be 
polluted.  In  one  instance  the  town  water  has  since  been  laid  on,  but  the 
cowshed  abolished.  In  the  other  instance,  the  new  water  main  passes  by 
the  farm,  and  will  shortly  be  connected  up. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

The  various  Workshops,  Bakehouses,  &c.,  have  been  maintained  in  a 
generally  good  state.  It  has  been  necessary  to  pay  considerable  attention 
to  the  limewashing  of  the  bakehouses,  otherwise  the  sanitary  aspect  of  these 
is  good.  Eight  bakehouses  are  now  provided  with  W.C.  accommodation, 
and  all  but  two  with  the  town  supply  of  water.  Sixty-two  visits  and 
inspections  were  made  to  the  19  bakehouses  in  the  district.  Considerable 
improvement  in  drainage  methods  has  been  accomplished  during  the  last 
two  or  three  years. 

With  the  exception  of  two  cases  of  Phthisis,  no  questions  relating  to 
Infectious  Disease  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  Act, 
and  the  check  system  adopted  to  prevent  work  being  given  out,  and 
exposed  to  risk  of  infection,  appears  to  be  effective.  The  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  the  district  do  not  employ  out- workers  to  any  extent,  and 
such  a check  as  is  mentioned  is  a necessary  safeguard  in  dealing  with  the 
numerous  and  periodic  home-workers  who  engage  in  such  work  as  “ seaming  ’’ 
and  “ chevening,”  brought  in  from  outside  the  district. 

During  the  year,  steps  have  been  taken  to  obtain  the  provision  of  an 
iron  staircase  to  provide  emergency  means  of  exit  from  the  two  top  storeys 
of  one  of  the  factories,  and  this  work  should  be  in  hand  early  in  this  year. 
Provisions  in  this  respect  are  satisfactory  in  the  case  of  other  factories. 
Most  of  the  factories  of  any  size  are  now  provided  with  water-closets  in 
satisfactory  working  order,  the  only  notable  exception  being  the  case  of  a 
new  factory,  where  the  permanent  means  of  sanitary  accommodation  have 
not  yet  been  installed. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

Under  this  Act  415  houses  have  been  inspected,  and  56  houses  put  into 
such  repair  as  to  render  them  habitable.  Three  Closing  Orders  have  been 
made,  but  the  owners  of  the  property  have  expressed  their  intention  of 
carrying  out  the  necessary  repairs.  In  addition,  arrangements  have  been 
made  voluntarily  to  close  two  houses  which  are  unfit  for  habitation,  and 
will,  during  the  year,  be  demolished. 

Considerable  improvement  in  property  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  through  the  medium  of  this  Act.
